Claims 12-40 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/22/05. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The features 62, 64, 66 and D7 do not appear to have been identified.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of concealment of the 
best mode is based upon the discrepancy in the description of the vent which is 
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described as being located in the molds at 60 at paragraph 38 on page 7. Applicants do 
not appear to describe any particular vents in the body of the container or mention what 
purpose they serve. Are the vents in fact located in the mold as described or the 
container as claimed? 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gygax et al 737 in view of Wong '298. 

Gygax et al teach a plastic container with a bottom configuration acceptable for 
sterilization and having the configuration claimed (note particularly example 1). To have 
merely made the container of the well know PET material would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Wong. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Baird et al '399. 

To have further formed the container with a handle for ease of manipulation 
would have been obvious in view of the teaching by Baird et al. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Schmidt et al '133 
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To have formed the container with a PET having an IV at least 0.96 to increase 
it's thermal resistance would have been obvious in view of Schmidt et al. 

7. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kelly, cited by applicants. 

To have formed the support area in the manner taught by Kelly for greater 
stability would have been obvious. 

8. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Richter et al '347. 

To have further provided vents in the body in the manner taught by Richter et al 
would have been obvious. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other container constructions.
